URDANETA A SMALL BOAT. 


Washington, Sept. 25.—The gun- 


boat Urdaneta, which was captured 
with her crew at Orani, about twen- 
ty-five miles from Manila, on the 
Bay of Manila, is a little craft of only 
forty tons displacement, not much 
larger than a small tug. She was 
captured by the navy early in the 
war and has been on police duty in 
the bay for months. 


The records of the navy depart- 


ment show that she was one of the 
boats of which the Oregon is the pa- 
rent sbAp. That it is she was sup- 
posed to draw all of her supplies from 
the battleship, to be manned from 
the Oregon, crew, and to act under 
the instructions nf the commander of 
the Oregon. 


According to the last reports to the 


department the little boat was last 
May under the command of Naval 
Cadet Welborn C. Wood, but the per- 
sonnel of the crew is not a matter of 
record, being subject to frequent 
changes. Wood was appointed to the 
naval academy from Oregon, S. D., 
passed his academic course and was 
performing two years' sea service at 
the time of his capture.

The sixteen centimetre Krupp gun

General Otis discusses at considerable 
length the subject of Chinese in the 
Philippine Islands, and the dispatch 
was referred to the state department, 
where it was made the subject of a 
conference between Acting Secretary 
Hill and the Chinese minister. 


A settlement of the general issue 


between the two governments re- 
specting the admission of the Chi- 
nese to the Philippines was not at- 
tained through this particular inci- 
dent, which was considered and dis- 
posed of solely on its own merits. 


The Chinese will be landed, but 


without recognizing the right of the 
Chinese government to demand this. 


On the other hand, the

while permitting the

concede our right to apply the Chi- 
nese exclusion law to the Philippines, 
and stand by the principles enunci- 
ated in the formal protest which was 
made last week by the Chinese min- 
ister here against General Otis' ac- 
tion.

Washington,

Ayme reports to the state depart- 
ment from Guadaloupe that the loss 
of property from the recent tropical 
hurricane amounts to at least $5,- 
000,000. Forty deaths and over 200 
seriously wounded are reported from 
various parts of the island. The city 
is a mass of wreckage, while the har- 
bor front is lined with debris of large 
and small boats. The consul says 
that the fruit crop is a total loss, 
and that famine threatens the island. 
He says the series of 
misfortunes 


which this island has passed through 
—earthquakes, destructive fires and 
financial crises—probably will force 
the colony to appeal to the outside 
world for assistance.

PATTERNS AFTER 
THE NEW 


YORK CENTRAL. 


Electricity in capsules is the latest 


thing in New York, says a corres- 
pondent of the Pittsburg Dispatch. 
A company has been formed, with 
$15,000,000 capital, to supply power 
in 
ten 
or twelve-grain capsules, 


which can be bought by the box and 
carried around in the vest pocket. 
One of these capsules will furnish 
electricity enough %o keep a light 
burning all night. The assertion is 
made by a representative of the com- 
pany that the light can be furnished 
at less than one-fifth of a mill per 
lamp per hour for each sixteen-candle 
incandescent globe. The company in- 
tends to sell power at ten cents an 
hour for one full-horse power. The 
capsules can be used for propelling 
automobiles and it is said that they 
will take up so little room and weigh 
so little that the weight of the auto- 
mobiles will be reduced materially. 
A battery of the new power, weigh- 
ing only 360 pounds, can run an au- 
tomobile four or five times as long 
and as far as the largest batteries 
now in use, which weigh 2,000 01 
3,000 pounds. If all this can really 
be done it will revolutionize the auto- 
mobile industry and remove one of 
the strongest objections to its use- 
its great weight. 
Automobiles as at 


present made weigh 4,000 pounds 
and upwards, the heavy burden they 
are obliged to carry for propulsion 
making it imperatively necessary to 
construct the carriages on the strong- 
est and heaviest scale. When one can 
buy electricity in the same shape as a 
box of nuinine pills it will be possible 
to use it for many purposes for which 
it is unavailable at present. The 
president of the company, John Post, 
who is the discoverer of the 
new 


power, says it can be placed in the 
most remote and isolated places as 
easily as in New York city, and that 
a f-irmer can employ it to heat and 
light his house, to draw water, to 
innke butter, saw wood, run a thresh- 
ing machine, drive fans and keep out 
flies. If it can do all this men will 
no more think of being without cap- 
sules than of going down town with- 
out change in their pockets.

Perhaps nothing had astonished the 


people more ihan tho great change that 
had come over the minister since he 
had proposed to Hiem the imitation of 
Jesus in ccndnct. The dramatic deliv- 
ery of his sermons no longer impresses 
them. The seif satisfied, contented, easy 
attitude of the fine figure and the re- 
fined face in tho pulpit had been dis- 
placed by a manner that could not bo 
compared wiih the old stylo of his de- 
livery. The sermon had become a mes- 
sage. It wa3 no longer delivered. It 
was brought to them with 'a love, an 
earnestness, a passion, a desire, a hu- 
mility, that poured their enthusiasm 
about the truth and made tho speaker 
no more prominent than he had to be 
as the living voice of God. His prayers 
were unlike any the people had ever 
heard before.

What, new facts were there? He had no 
starting illustrations of the power of 
the wiloon in baseness or politics. What 
conlti he say that had not l>een said by 
temperance orators a great many timo1 
The effect of hi* message this morning 
owed its power to the unusual fact of 
his preaching about the si-loon at all, 
together with tho events that had rf ir- 
red the people. He had never in tii-j 
course of h''i ten years' pastorate men- 
tioned the -viloon ns something to be re- 
garded in t 
« light of an enemy, not 


only t ) th« j.oor find the tempted, hut 
to the business life of the place nnd tho 
chnrch its"if. He spoke now with a 
freedom thnt seemed to measure his 
complete sense of the conviction that | 
Je--y.s would speak so. At the close .10 
pleaded witn the people to remember ' 
the new life that had begun at the B>c- 
tangle. The regular election of eityofti- 
e"i"-i would be an i«sne in that election. 
What of the poor creatures surrouiukd 
by the hell of drink while just begin- 
ning t'* feel the joy of deliverance from 
«in V Vi'ho could tell what depended on 
their environment? Was there one 
word to be slid by the Christian disci- 
ple, business man, professional man, 
citizen, in favor of continuing to license 
these crimes and shame producing in- 
stilr.tions? Wai not the most Christian 
tiling they could do to act as citizens 
in ihe matter, fight tho saloon at the 
noi's, elect <<ooil men to the city offices 
ai,<l clean the municipality? How much 
lii'.d prayers helped to make Raymond j 
better while votes and actions had real- j 
ly been on the side of the enemies of 
.Te-;is'' Would not Jesus do this? What 
disciple could imagine him refusing to 
suffer or take up his cross in the mat- 
ter? How much had tho members of 
tin- First chm-eh ever suffered in an at- 
tempt to imitate Jesus? .Was Christian 
disciple-'hip a thing of convenience, of 
i-nstom, of tradition? Where did the 
snff'Ting come in? Was it necessary, 
in order to follow Jesus' steps, to go up 
Calvary as well as the Mount of Trans- 
ngnration? 


His appeal was stronger at this point 


than ho knew. It is not too much to 
say that the spiritual tension of the 
Fir-t chnrch reached its highest point 
right there. 
The imitation of Jesus 


which hud begun with the volunteers 
in tho clmreh wns working li!te leaven 
in the organization, and Henry Max- 
well would, even thus early in his new 
life. have been amazed if he could have 
measured the extent of desire on tho 
p:srt of his people io take up tho cross. 
While he wiis speaking this morning, 
before lie rln^el with ,1 loving appeal to 
the <!i«-:pi"«hip of 2,000 years'knowl- 
wlg" of t'.uj Master, many a man and

ijuiiir'i" "1 want to do something that

•acrific" 
I ;nii hungry to suffer some- 


tliir:;.'' Truly. Muzzini was right when 
lies-nil, "Xo appeal H quite so power- 
fill in the ui'l r.s the call. 'Come and 
suffer.' '' 


The service was oter, the great audi- 


en"o lisid ;<one. and Henry Maxwell 
again faced the company gathered in 
the lecture room as on the two previous 
Sundays. Ho had asked all to remain 
who had mado tho pledge of disciple- 
ship and any others who wished to be 
included. The after service seemed now 
to be :i nfcesMty. As he went in and 
faced the people there his heart trem- 
bled. There were at least 200 present 
The Holy Spirit was never so manifest. 
Ho missed Jasper Chase, but all the 
others were present. He asked Milton 
Wright to pray. The very air was 
charged with divine possibilities. What 
could resist such a baptism of power? 
How Iwd they lived nil these years 
without it ? 


They counseled together, and there 


were many prayers. Henry Maxwell 
dated from thit meeting some of the 
serious events that afterward became a 
part of tho history of the First chnr"h 
of Raymond.

something more. That something is 
what I do not want to do. It will cause 
me genuine suffering to do it. I dread 
it with all my soul. You may be able 
to guess what it is."

per 100 pounds, while its antagonist 
has ro: respondingly reduced the rate, 
Kansas City to Memphis, from 21 
cents to 1 cent, and at last accounts 
was, 
therefore, preserving the great 


principle of a 6 cent differential, for 
which it is struggling. 
Similarly, 


the rate Omaha to the Ohio river has 
Otbn cut by the Burlington from 23 
tents to 5 cents, so that for the haul 
from Omaha to Kansas City it gets 
onty 2 cents. 
A seventh 
cut of 3 


cents, if met, would oblige the Mem- 
phis road to carry from Kansas City 
to 
Memphis 
for 
nothing—which 


would be humorous in the extreme 
and also foolish. Shippers are enter- 
ing into the hilarious spirit of the 
affair, siys the Railway Age, and 
extending the fun by billing to Ar- 
kansas points via Memphis, using 
the cut rate to the latter point and 
saving 2 cents per 100 pounds over 
the tariff rate to Little Rock and 
other Arkansas places. This discov- 
eiy extends the limits of the war 
beyond the expectations of the com- 
batants-and may induce reflection. 
Up to date neither side is ahead, both 
are losing heavily, and the 6 cents 
differential between the rival cities 
still stands. 


RELIEF IN GOOD SHAPE.

BROAD SCOPE FOR Y. M. C. A. 


MINISTER'S NEEDS THAT ARE 


UNIVERSAL. 


A Strong Address by V. M. Helm 


at a Mass Meeting in Baptist 


Tabernacle. 


The mass meeting nt Baptist tab- 


ernacle Sunday afternoon was attend- 
ed by a very large audience. The 
principal speaker was V. M. Helm, 
who has been chosen by the Inter- 
national Y. M. C. A. to go to Japan 
to carry on the great work of the as- 
sociation in the 
"Little 
Empire." 


Great interest was taken in the mcet- 


and the pastors of a. number of 


the city churches were present. He 
spoke in part as follows: 


The Y. M. C. A. cannot be either 


local or national, because it ministers 
to needs that are universal. 
It is 


needed as a corrective and moderat- 


; influence wherever there may be 


young men who have temptations, 
aspirations and hopes. 
There 
are 


calls coming from foreign countries 
and the entrance doors are 
being 


>penecl. When an association of this 
kind is needed in this land, 
how 


much more is it needed in a land 
where the ravages of intemperance, 
gambling and other vices arc intensi- 
fied. In the oriental ports the vices 
of the world are unloaded, and how 
much is a Christianizing influence 
needed in those places? 


"The missionaries abroad are peti- 


tioning the international committee 
of the Y. M. C. A. in North America 
to send secretaries to organize this 
work. 
In the large oriental cities 


are colleges in which the young men 
who will in the future control the 
governments of China, India, Japan 
and other countries, and it is there 
that organization is needed. 


"Another stragetic field of work 


occupied by the Y. M. C. A. lies in 
the large North American cities. We 
look with alarm upon the growing 
power of the large cities. They arc 
centers of vice and unrest. With all 
their corrective institutions, they are 
incapable of self-government, and we 
look with fear to the time when they 
will hold the balance of power. 
If 


we remove from Chicago nil its cor- 
rective institutions and leave them 
for ten centuries, they would 
not 


reach the conditions of some of the 
oriental cities. The Y. M. C. A. has 
many young- men, it has 
all 
the

Before it closed I saw mor* 
than u dozen of them with tears on 
their faces. I kept asking, 'What would 
Jesus doV and the more I asked it the 
further along it pushed me into the 
most intimateand loving relations with 
tho IIKIM who havo worked for mo all 
these years. Every day something new 
is coming fi[>, and I am right now in

IMPROVEMENTS AT PERU. 


Electricity in capsules is the latest 


thing in New York, says a corres- 
pondent of the Pittsburg Dispatch. 
A company has been formed, with 
$15,000,000 capital, to supply power 
in 
ten 
or 
twelve-grain capsules, 


which can be bought by the box and 
carried around in the vest pocket. 
One of these capsules will furnish 
electricity enough to keep a light 
burning all night. The assertion is 
made by a representative of the com- 
pany that the light can be furnished 
at less than one-fifth of a mill per 
lamp per hour for each sixteen-candle 
incandescent globe. The company in- 
tends to sell power at ten cents an 
hour for one full-horse power. The 
capsules can be used for propelling 
automobiles and it is sflid that they 
will take, up so little room and weigh 
so little that the weight of the auto- 
mobiles will be reduced materially. 
A battery of the new power, weigh- 
ing only 300 pounds, can run an au- 
tomobile four or five times as long 
and as far as the largest batteries 
now in use, which weigh 2,000 01 
3,000 pounds. If all this can really 
be done it will revolutionize the auto- 
mobile industry and remove one of 
the strongest objections to its use- 
its great weight. Automobiles as at 
present made weigh 
4,OOO pounds

making it imperatively necessary to 
construct the carriages on the strong- 
est nnd heaviest scale. When one can 
buy electricity In the same shape as a 
box of quinine pills it will be possible 
to use it for many purposes for which 
it is unavailable at present.

easily as in New York city, and that 
n fnrmer can employ it to heat and 
light his house, to draw water, to 
make butter, saw wood, run a thresh- 
ing machine, drive funs and keep out 
flics. If it can do all this men will 
no more think of being without cap- 
sules thnn of going down town with- 
out change in their pockets.
